NEW INCOME RULE. 
While under existing law only 
persons of lawful age have to make 
returns, the new bill requires per- 
sons under lawful age and having a 


net income for taxable year of 


$1000 or over, if single, or if mar- 
ried and not living with husband or 


wife, and all married persons living 


with husband or wife having a net 
income of $2000 or over to make 


returns. 

The bill levies a corporation tax 
of 18 per cent. upon the amount of 
the net income in excess of the 
credits allowed, but provides that 
the rate shall be 12 per cent. upon 
so much of an amount which does 
not exceed the dividends paid dur- 
ing the taxable year plus the 
amount paid during the taxable year 
out of the earnings or profits in dis- 

bonds and interest bear- 
ing obligations outstanding prior to 
the beginning of that year. 

This provision was under fire in 
committee today, but without 
change. Under it a corporation 
having $100,000 net income in ex- 
cess of its credits, which pays out 
during the year $50,000 in dividends 
and discharges 310,000 worth of 
bonds, would then be taxed 12 per 
cent. on $60,000 and 18 per cent. 
on $40,000. The committee de- 
lieves that this rebate of 6 per cent. 
on distributed profits will stmulate 
the payment of dividends which will 
be subject to surtax in the hands of 
the stockholders. The bill makes 
no change in the corporations ex- 
empt from income tax. 

PARTNERSHIPS EXEMPT. 

Partnerships are not liable to in- 
come tax, but each partner will pay 
hig income tax upon his share of the 


partnership profite whether dis- 


tributed or not. 

The bill applies the war and ex- 
cess profits taxes to corporations 
only. Provision i made to protect 
corporations whose invested capi- 
tal is less than $50,000 and those 
corporations whose invested capi 
tal is not a material producing fec- 
or 


Increases also were made in 
estate tax, which will range from 3 
per cent. to 40 per cent.

Neu Rule to go Into Effect to 
Help Conserve Labor 
for War. 

Because of the growing 
shortage of labor, and the 
government's request that the 
supply be conserved for war 
work, the leading ice com- 
panies of the city signed an 
agreement yesterday that 
means that some of us will 
have to be our own “icemen”™ 
hereafter, 

Under this agreement, ice 
to. commercial users will be 
delivered on the premises 
only, and in the case of 
apartments where the mana- 
gers retail the ice it will be 
delivered in bulk only and 
not cut up to fit individual 
boxes, while householders 
buying less than thirty pounds 
of ice at a time will have to 
go to the curb to get it, 

“It will mean a 10 per 
cent. saving in labor.” said 
Walter G. Eisenmayer, gen- 
eral manager of the Los An- 
geles Ice and Cold Storage 
Company. “The companies 
concerned now hire 372 men 
for distributing purposes.”

GROUP SYSTEM OF BANKS 
Is WAR-WINNING PLAN. 


| Co-operation of Financial Effort Means 
M uch Toward Victory. 


HE system of grouping which 
fis being worked out by the 
CaNfornia Bankers’ Association 

is one of finest examples of co-op- 
erative endeavor which the war has 
developed. It brings bankers into 
closer harmony in districts where 
their interests are mutual, conserves 
energy, avoids duplication of efforts, 
cuts red tape and establishes a clear- 
ing house for ideas that is proving 
most valuable not only to the mem+ 
bers of the various groups but in 
speeding up the work of financing 
the war so far as tt relates to this 
State. 

Three of these groups were estab- 
lished in the north before the plan 
was brought south of the Tehachepi. 
It embraced counties of easy ac- 
cessibility and it worked so well 


that were at once taken to 
extend the scope cf the “inner 
wheel” organizations throughout the 
State. 

A group No. 4 includ- 


ccordingly 

ing the counties of Orange, San 
Diego, Imperial, San Bernardino and 
Riverside was set up 4 couple of 
weeks ago and next Friday it is pro- 
posed to organize the fifth group to 
include the banks in Los — 
a Santa Barbara, and San 
Luis Obispo. 

Little publicity has been given the 
group system plan outside of the 
circles immediately interested, yet it 
is easy to see how important it may 
become to any group and incidental- 
ly to the State at large. 

Let us assume a problem in or- 
ange financiering; a probiem that is 
absolutely vital in group No. 4, but 
of no especial interest or impor- 
tance in San Francisco cr any of the 
northern counties, The representa- 
tives of the banks in the group in- 
volved are assembled a: a central 
point with little delay and expense, 
the matter thrashed cut, a solution 
arrived at and applie4 and the whole 
proposition d of before it 
would have been possible under the 
old system of calling a meeting of 
the State organization, and putting 
in motion the unwieldy machinery 
thereof. It appears to the layman to rt

de a splendid e of time, 
energy and ability of the sort that 
goes a long way towards attaining 
2 desired end—dquick, efficient ac- 
tion. 

Naturally the imme late work in 
hand is war finances in general, and 
to facilitate the sale of tax certifi- 
cates in particular. Under the group 
system each bank, regardless of its 
size or relative importance, has the 
same ‘opportunity % de heard 
through its president or designated 
executive officer, ani the same 
weighing of ita suggestions, as the 
largest and most powerful institu- 
tion. It will tend to a freer inter- 
change of views than ever before 
and will be valuable in convincing 
the outside banks, that is the banks 
outside of Los Angeles, that their 
co-operation and advice is absolute- 
ly essential to the group and to the 


plan. 

Following the establishment of 
group No. 56 it is proposed to or- 
ganize the “Los Angeles County 
Bankers’ Association” which will be 
a still further step elcng the line of 
intensive financial cultivation. 

It seems to me gratifying that the 
bankers are responding to the plan 

h the same patriotic enthusiasm 
with which they have met every sug- 
gestion for “full steam ahead,” and 
W. HK. Longyear, who ie president 
of the parent organization, the Call- 
fornia Bankers’ Association, antici- 
pates a hearty response to the call 
for the assembling of the bankers 
in the proposed group No. 6 at the 
Alexandria next Friday evening. 

The position of the banks is stated 
succinctly by President Fishburn of 
the Merchants National, who com- 
mented to the writer recently upon 
the preponderance of government 
financing now going through these 
institutions. “Many of our men are 
in the service_of thelr country,” he 
said, “many of those we have ieft 
are exclusively engaged upon gov- 
ernment work, but what of it? 
Everything that we bave; everything 
that we are, must te and will de 
giadly giver, if the call comes, If 
the government feels the need it is 
welcome to take the furniture out 
of this bank and sell it and apply the 
proceeds to winning the war.”

UTAH WILL COLLECT 
$989,000 MINE TAX.

SALT LAKE CITY, Aug. 23.— 
The State of Utah will collect close 
to $989,000 from mining taxes in 
November, this being 3 per cent. of 
the net proceeds of Utah mines in 
1917. This amount includes the 
mining occupational which is 
levied for the first time. The tax is 

1 for each ne in min- 

F. with the exception of. pros- 
pectors and some others. 

According to tax roll figures 2 
made public by the State Boar 
Equalization, net proceeds of U 
mines in 1917 totaled $32,959,960, 


as com with $28,204,411 in 
1916. No 9 tax was col. 
lected for 1916 however. The 


State’s income from 1916 mining 
operations was $996,132, or some- 
thing more than $5000 ‘above that 
for 1817. This is approximately 12 
per cent. of the State's entire an- 
nual income, based upon the in- 
come for 1916-1917 from all sources 
43. 

Under the existing lews even- 
sixteenths of the mining taxes go to 
the public schools and nine-six- 
teenths to the general fund. Of this 
nine-sixteenths, 72 per cent. is al- 
lotted for expenses of government 
and 238 per cent, to the three o> 
leges supported by the State,
